ORDINANCE NO. 756 


HOPE, ARKANSAS: 
SECTION I. That 
the 
entire 
area embraced within the corpo- 
rate limits of the City Park Be. 
and the same is hereby designated 
as a Bird Sanctuary. 
• 
SECTION II. That it shall be un- 


lawful to trap, hunt, shoot or at- 
tempt to • shoot or molest in any 
manner any bird or wild fowl or to 
rob bird nests or wild low! nests. 
Provided, however, if Starlings or 
similar birds are found to be conj; 
arcgating iii such- numbers in a 
particular locality that they con- 
stitute a nuisance or menace to 
the proper health authorities of the 
City of Hope; then, in such event, 
said health authorities shall meet 
with representatives of the Audo- 
bon Societies, Garden Clubs, or 
Humane Society or as many of 
said clubs as are found to exist 
in the City of Hope, after having 
given at least three days actual 
notice of the time and place of 
said meeting to the representatives 
of said clubs.

SECTION III. If as a result of 
said meeting, no satisfactory alter- 
native is found to abate such nu- 
isance, then said birds may be de- 
stroyed in such numbers and in 
such manner as is deemed advis- 
able by Issjid health authorities 
under the supervision of the Chief 
of Police of the City of Hope. 
SECTION IV. Anyone violating 
the provisions of this ordinance 
shall be punishable by a fine of not 
more than $100,00 tor imprison- 
ment not exceeding 30 days.

SECTION V, And this Ordinance^ 
being necessary for the preserva- 
tion of the public health, peace and 
general welfare of the. residents of 
the City of Hope, Arkansas, an 
emergency is hereby declared to 
exist and this ordinance shall take 
effect and be .in full force from and 
after its passage,
